Henry W. Hassheider, a resi- 


dent of Covina for the past 
twenty-eight years, died at the 
hospital 
early 
on Monday 


morning, December 2, following 
a heart attack on the previous 
day. Mr. Hassheider, who made 
his home with his sister, Mrs. 
A. Nigg, on East Center street, 
had enjoyed excellent health 
all his life until stricken early 
on Sunday afternoon. 


He was born in Somerville, In-

In 1907 
with his brother Charles, he movec 
to Covina, purchasing jointly forty 
acres of the original Baldwin ranch 
now fronting on the state highway 
south of Covina. With his brother 
he brought this property to a high 
state of development, first planting 
to walnuts and later to oranges.

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The Great Register— 


If you wish to vote in next year's elections, 


it will be necessary for you to re-register as 
shortly as possible after the first of the year. 


There are thirty-three city elections in this 


county next spring, most of them in cities of 
the sixth class like Covina. And there is the 
preferential primary, followed by the general 
primaries and the November national elec- 
tion. Most of the city elections come in April, 
while the presidential primary is held on the 
first Tuesday in May. 


Owing to the huge task of re-registering 


one million, two hundred thousand voters in 
this county there will be a greatly augmented 
army of registration clerks in every commun- 
ity, according to Chief Registrar William 
Kerr. Speed is necessary because of the short 
time between January and the scheduled 
elections. At least one deputy registrar is 
to be stationed in each of the three thousand, 
six hundred and seven precincts in the 
county. 


There is more freedom of individual expres- 


sion in that ballot than in any in all the world. 
If used properly it becomes an adequate de- 
fense against oligarchy, dictatorships, Com- 
munism, Fascism, and allows for but one ism, 
Americanism. 


California Crop Arteries— 


Freight and refrigeration, constituting the 


arteries thru which flows the lifeblood of the 
citrus industry, and other California crops— 
these subjects are being attacked with deter- 
mination by the California farm bureau. 


As reported by Henry Damerel of Covina, 


the recent session laid plans for a definite and 
concentrated movement for western rates. 
That big segment of the fruit dollar that is 
sliced out by transportation has always been 
the biggest factor in competition. 


For one thing the rail lines have never 


yielded noticeably to the suggestion that 
cheaper rates would stimulate shipments, and 
that charging less would accrue to their bene- 
fit in a long-view program. The cost of long 
hauls has been a serious handicap to the 
building up of freight volume. 


The citrus industry in California could be 


expanded measurably in volume of output if 
the fruit could be laid down on the eastern 
seaboard for less money, which is merely ax- 
iomatic in relation to any commodity. The 
cheaper it can be delivered to the consumer 
the greater will be the amount consumed. 


Organizations representing the California 


farmer and fruit raiser are becoming strong- 
er, more cohesive, every year. They are 
training and developing leaders and thinkers, 
and this steady program is bound to bring 
beneficial results.

Vegetables Net 
Higher Returns 
Than Last Year 


Navel oranges will be sufficiently 


mature to harvest this month in the 
earliest sections, but in most locali- 
ties picking will not start until the 
first of the year or later, the county 
agricultural department stated yes- 
terday following a survey. 


Vegetables now ready for market 


are netting uniformly higher returns 
than in November of last year, the 
department stated. Local cabbage 
also is bringing better returns than 
last year, although supplies are prac- 
tically the same. Both quality and 
prices for celery show improvement 
as compared to the same period of 
1934. Cauliflower acreage is slightly 
less than a year ago, with prices 
higher on early shipments. 


The avocado crop still is estimated 


at about half of that of 1934, but is 
at least a month later, inspectors 
stated. The Puebla variety particu- 
larly is light. Volume movement to 
date has been small, but shipments 
will be much heavier after Decem- 
ber :. 


Fall yields of alfalfa have been re- 


duced generally because of adverse 
weather, but higher prices, as the 
month draws to a close, are expected 
to offset lower production. 


The lettuce season in San Fernan- 


do valley got under way about the 
middle of the month with a light 
volume of movement. Quality and 
sizes have been fair to excellent. 


District inspectors reported an av- 


erage 
quantity of small fruit on 


lemon trees in the eastern end of the 
county, as well as good bloom. 


Sizes of navel oranges are smaller 


than normal in all districts, inspect- 
ors noted, and the fruit has not 
grown much in the last thirty days. 
For the county as a whole, estimates 
are for 92 per cent of an average 
crop. 


Off-bloom valencias still are being 


packed in a few houses. The set of 
fruit for the next Valencia crop is 
good, but lighter than the one just 
harvested.

"Time" is impressed with the Exchange 


record in this period of low buying power. It 
says of this phase: 


Since 1907 the Exchange has spent $21,500,- 


000 advertising its brand name Sunkist. Last 
year its advertising budget included $1,450,- 
000 for oranges, $581,000 for lemons, $34,600 
for grapefruit. Average gross return to grow- 
ers was about 82.30 per box. For advertising 
the Exchange assessed each grower 5c per 
box for oranges, ?>c for grapefruit (Florida 
dominates that market), lOc for lemons, of 
which there is a perennial surplus. All other 
Exchange services cost 5.31c per box, and in- 
cluding those of district exchanges (less than 
Ic per box) total marketing and advertising 
charges amounted to about 4 per cent of gross 
sales, which were more than $100,000,000. 


General Manager Armstrong booms the 


doctrine of advertising when it is needed, not 
solely when it can be ailorded. He can justify 
his doctrine by the fact that citrus consump- 
tion rose thru depression when .sale of many 
other fruits declined. A husky six-footer who 
entered the Exchange directly after gradua- 
tion from the University of Michigan (class 
of 1915), he worked up thru the advertising 
department, helped develop the orange-pro- 
moting Sunkist juicer, now urges, among 
other citrus uses, lemon juice as a hair rinse. 


Next to petroleum, citrus is California's 


biggest industry. In the past half century 
some $2,000,000,'0()0 worth of citrus fruits have 
gone to market, a figure larger than total 
California gold production since 1849. Out- 
look for the current citrus year in California 
is rosy, since Florida groves were badly frost- 
ed last winter. 


The Argus editor has assumed the presi- 


dency of the Covina Men's club this year with 
the modest proviso that others do all the 
work. While this idea is not entirely original, 
it has its advantages, because the president 
of any organization is entitled by right of 
office to all the credit for successes, with 
plenty of committeemen to share up the 
blame.

Without a great deal of strain, 
and with no friction whatever, the club has 
gone on season after season, until it is an in- 
stitution. 


There is a definitely new trend, however, 


which makes such clubs of more value than 
ever, and this trend is that of adult education, 
or more properly, adult information. The 
adult classes in schools and colleges are grow- 
ing rapidly in attendance; forums are being 
formed and well patronized as house groups 
and community gatherings, and the reason for 
it is that the new economic era in which we 
find ourselves not only affords more leisure, 
but it calls more for the inquiring mind. The 
clay when the children were educated and 
the parents merely paid for it is over. Dad 
and mother are going to school these days, 
and one of the phases is that of the forum. 
The Covina Men's club is one of these forums, 
patterned a bit more on a generalized plan 
than that of the university courses. 


For this reason and others, the Covina 


Men's club is to grow ever stronger and more 
worth while. We have many well educated 
men in the valley who are available for com- 
mittee work and program selection. The 
southland affords a wealth of speakers who 
can talk on anything from cabbages to kings 
with authority. 


We hope to, in fact we will have some ex- 


ceptional programs this year. They will be 
strictly non-partisan and non-sectarian, and 
will deal with social, scientific and economic 
questions, as well as an occasional travelogue. 
Needless to say, every man in the valley is 
invited to pay his small annual dues, and join 
this group, where friendship is the motto, 
and better understanding of each other the 
principal objective.

increase. The 1929 period increased 
15,110 cars, or 23 per cent, over the 
five years ended in 1924. It would 
appear from this that the average 
annual increase is somewhere around 
3,000 cars, or 15,000 cars every five 
years. 


The future increase in shipments, 


if it materializes, which it appears 
certain to be the case, promises to 
come largely from California valen- 
cias and Florida oranges. 


There are slight prospects of any 


sustained increase in navel produc- 
tion, although there will naturally 
be occasional years when an un- 
usually large crop is produced. In 
1934 
the bearing acreage of navels 


and miscellaneous oranges was re- 
ported as 96,624 acres, which was 
only 632 acres more than in 1927, 
and actually less than in 1928, 1929, 
1930, 
1931, and nearly 2,000 acres 


less than in 1932. 
Non-bearing 


acreage is estimated at only 5,442 
acres in 1934. It would seem there- 
fore, that th-2 acreage coming into 
bearing is about offset by that going 
out. 


The Valencia situation is entirely 


different. Bearing acreage of valen- 
cias increased 26,220 acres, nearly 
30 per cent, since 1927. There are 
114,722 bearing acres of valencias in 
1934, 
with 
23,049 
non-bearing. 


There will be an increase in bearing 
acreage of 20 per cent when this 
new acreage comes into bearing. The 
Valencia industry being fairly new, 
there will not likely be any material 
offsetting 
in 
outgoing 
acreage. 


Seventeen per cent of the Valencia 
acreage in 1934 was non-bearing, as 
compared with 5 per cent of the 
navel and miscellaneous acreage. 


Florida's bearing acreage in 1935 


was 103,819 oranges, of which 17,- 
776 acres were not over five years 
old; 24,961 acres of tangerines of 
which 1,532 acres were not over 
five years old. The non-bearing 
acreage was 31,950 acres of oranges, 
702 acres of tangerines. 
In other 


words, out of a total acreage of 
251,000 acres of oranges and tanger- 
ines, 51,966 acres were not over five 
years old. The acreage over five 
years old is 199,034. Based on these 
figures, the potential (increase in 
Florida orange production within a 
comparatively few years may easily 
bo 25 per cent. This, however, is 
in the main a navel grower's prob- 
lem, 
although the heavy Florida 


crops do compete with valencias 
both at the start and end of the 
Valencia season. 


Naturally, increased consumption 


had to be obtained for the tremen- 
dous increase in total orange supply. 
In the case of California navels and 
the oranges produced 
in all the 


other six producing states, this has 
meant increasing consumption from 
November to May. It is true that 
the population has increased to some 
extent and there are more potential 
consumers in the United States and 
Canada than there were ten and 
fifteen years ago. On the other hand,

still normally the largest consuming 
month of the year. Following very 
closely are March, January, Febru- 
ary, April, November 
and May, 


during each of which shipments ex- 
ceeded 10,000 cars in the 1934-35 
season. There is a sharp dropping 
off of the volume in June. Ship- 
ments in September are usually the 
lightest of the year, and invariably 
less than one-half of the December 
shipments. The problem of the Val- 
encia grower is to bring the summer 
consumption up more nearly in line 
with that during the winter. This 
will be difficult, to put it mildly, to 
accomplish, in view of the tremen- 
dous competition supplied by sum- 
mer fruit and produce, which we 
will discuss a little more in detail 
further on. 


During the present season, in each 


month, the country had as full a sup- 
ply of oranges as it would absorb 
at prices that would return anything 
to the grower. 
The volume from 


May to October inclusive was 40 
per cent of the entire twelve months, 
as compared with the five year aver- 
age of 32 per cent for the five year 
period ended 1925. Septembef ship- 
ments, however, were still less than 
half of December shipments, less 
than half of April shipments, and 
little more than half of November, 
January, February, March and May. 


The main competition to oranges 


during the winter months is sup- 
plied by apples and bananas. Dur- 
ing the spring and summer oranges 
must run the gauntlet of all sorts of 
deciduous fruits and melons, and 
still have apples and bananas to con- 
tend with.

During the "dog days" of August 


peaches take the lead with 2275 
cars weekly, pears next with 815 
cars, watermelons down to 783 cars, 
grapes up to 740 cars, apples 344 
cars, cantaloupes down to 284 cars, 
and other produce in less quan- 
tities, 


September brings the last impor- 


tant changes in the carlot move- 
ment. 
During September, grapes 


are king with carlot movement of 
nearly 2000 cars weekly, apples com- 
ing strong with 1600 cars weekly, 
peaches dropping off, but still strong 
with 1400 cars weekly, pears spurt- 
ing up to 1050 cars, plums and fresh 
prunes 405 cars, watermelons and 
cantaloupes beginning to play out by 
the end of the month. After Septem- 
ber the situation is dominated almost 
entirely by apples, pears, and grapes, 
insofar as competitive United States- 
grown products are concerned. 


During the 
twenty-one 
weeks 


from May 5th to September 28th the 
total movement of the 
principal 


competitive products was 1199,293 
cars, or an average of 5680 cars 
weekly, the peak week coming July 
13th with 9201 cars. Orange carlot 
shipments during this time totaled 
35,521 cars, average 1690 cars week- 
ly. 
These competitive shipments 


were only a part of the story, how- 
ever, as the home-grown produc- 
tion and locally marketed produce 
would add immeasurably to the car- 
lot figures. The season just ended 


was a light one, so far as carlot 
shipments of decidious and melons 
combined are concerned. The move- 
ment during the twenty-one weeks 
mentioned was 4,000 cars weekly 
less than in 1931. 


From the middle of September on 


the heavy harvesting area is in the 
northern tier of states from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific, and also Can- 
ada. 
The truck and home-grown 


movement dominates the large mar- 
kets, and makes it difficult to main- 
tain full movement of valencias in 
all sections. As soon as killing frosts 
occur, these products are curtailed, 
and an immediate pick-up in Valen- 
cia demand occurs. 


It was the common recognition of 


some of these phases of the citrus 
industry which brought about pro- 
ration under the California-Arizona 
citrus marketing agreement. 


We could continue indefinitely dis- 


cussing problems with which we 
arc faced, which I have not even 
•mentioned, such as the importance 
of more accurate estimates under 
our present system of distribution, 
or improved pooling practices 
to 


conform with the progress in total 
distribution, but time of course will 
permit. 


It has been my intention by this 


talk to give to each one of you a 
better idea perhaps than you had, 
of why a district exchange. 
This 


afternoon we have thought back- 
wards with your district exchange 
and can see the voluminous detail 
of information which crosses our 
desks each day, and from which our 
opinions, policies, and decisions are 
made.

Those able to buy 
regularly, therefore, must have in- 
creased tremendously their annual 
consumption. The return of pros- 
perity to the entire country would 
greatly simplify the 
distribution 


problem. It must not be overlook- 
ed, however, that the wider the dis- 
tribution during the depression era 
has been attained by lower average 
prices. No one of course, knows to 
what extent distribution can be fur- 
ther extended at higher prices even 
under more nearly prosperous con- 
ditions. 


Valencias occupy a unique posi- 


tion in the orange world. Producing 
seasons in the northern and south- 
ern hemispheres are in the main 
exactly 
opposite. 
The California

Southern California Edison Company 


Pays Local Taxes at Rate of $10,000 
Every Day—Covina Getting $1743.64 


R. C. Hanna, district manager of 


the Southern California Edison com- 
pany, Ltd., announced Thursday that 
the 1935-36 tax bill of his company 
for the support of county, municipal 
and district governments in the elev- 
en southern and central counties 
which it serves will amount, in round 
figures, to $3,650,000. This means 
that the Edison company is paying 
local taxes at the rate of $10,000 for 
every day in the year to the com- 
munities it serves with electricity. 


In making this announcement Mr. 


Hanna issued the following state- 
ment: "Out of a total bill for local 
taxes for the fiscal year 1935-36, 
amounting to approximately $3,650,- 
000, our company is today making 
payments of $3,150,000, leaving $500,- 
000 to pay as a second installment 
at a later date. The tax bill paid to- 
day Includes full payment for the 
year on personal property and in 
many instances covers the complete 
municipal bill for the year. This big 
payment takes no account of the big 
amount of money we shall have to 
pay to local governments in the 
form of franchises to use streets, cor- 
poration franchise tax to the state, 
and federal taxes. Based on 1934 
operations, these last three items ag- 
gregate more than $1,500,000. 


"The total tax in Los Angeles 


county for the year, inclusive of 
municipalities, school districts and 
other districts therein, will be $2,- 
302,387.12. The city of Covina will 
receive $1743.84. 


"The payments now made into 


these local treasuries are in conse- 
quence of the new tax system adopt- 
ed by the people June 27, 1933, and 
generally referred to as the Riley- 
Stewart plan. Prior to the adoption 
of this plan our taxes were paid di- 
rectly to the state, taking the form 
of a percentage of our gross oper- 
ating earnings.

TWENTY-SIX YEARS OF SUCCESS IN COVINA 
Covina, Calif. 
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Influence of New 
England Told by 
Local Educator 


"Intellectual and Moral Influence 


of New England" was the subject of 
the lecture delivered by E. Lee Hoi- 
den at the December meeting of the 
Covina chapter of the D. A. R. 


The lecture was strictly education- 


al, introducing all the phases of 
American progress from the days of 
the Pilgrim Fathers up to the pres- 
ent time. 


During the Revolutionary period, 


90 per cent of the early settlers could 
neither read nor write. Even the 
glorified Priscilla Alden had to make 
her mark, being unable to write her 
name. Europe considered Americans 
inferior people, ignorant and of low 
class, a field in need of European 
missionaries, according to Mr. Hoi- 
den. 


New England, motivated by desire 


to escape persecution and tyrannical 
government, weilded a mighty influ- 
ence in shaping our destiny, although 
a small territory, only about half the 
size of California. 


In the year 1620, the new country 


was too poor to provide schools, yet 
by 1628, thru the influence of the 
"Independent church," later called 
Congregational, a school was requir- 
ed for every fifteen families. In 1636, 
the first university, namely Harvard, 
was instituted. 


Women were not admitted to the 


institutions of learning until about 
the year 1761. 


Educational growth had a strong 


moral influence. Bible study was re- 
quired of all graduates. Sunday ob- 
servance and church 
attendance 


were compulsory. Dorothy Dix and 
Neal Dow were prime movers in so- 
cial reforms. W. L. Garrison began 
agitating abolition of slavery. Ladd, 
of Boston, organized a "peace so- 
ciety." In all of this New England 
was active but she opposed women's 
suffrage and carried on an extensive 
trade, exchanging rum for slaves. 


The United States has gradually 


outgrown the New England spirit of 
the early days. Harvard and Yale 
are still popular, but Stanford and 
Berkeley are "cutting in"; likewise 
Columbia and Cornell. 
Pioneering 


days are over and the United States 
boasts of men and women of fame, 
all the way from the days of Ply- 
mouth up to the present.

The production of "dry ice" is an- 
other accomplishment of modern re- 
search and the extension of its use 
and manufacture is accomplished by 
engineering skill. The part that re- 
search takes in reconstruction lies 
along the lines of producing artifi- 
cial substitutes for materials ren- 
dered unavailable by exhaustion of 
natural sources.
